condition of the pope had not progress- 
ed and urged the faithful to multiply 
their prayers. 


ROME, July 13, 7 p. m.—The pope's 


condition is becoming worse. Contrary 
to the arrangement made for a daily re- 
ception of three cardinals none -was per- 
mitted to enter the sick chamber today. 


TURN FOR THE WORSE. 


The pope's condition took 
a turn 


elightly for the worse this morning but 
the change does not cxeite apprehension 
of an immediate climax, nst night was 
rather a sleepless one, particularly dur- 
ing the early inorring hours. The olll- 
ci'al bulletin frankly speaks of agitated 
periods during the night and confesses 
that the general condition of the patient 
is- somewhat more depressed. 


MIND BECOMKS CLOUDED, 


It developed soon after the issuance 


of the bulletin that this depression was 
quite marked and continued to manifest 
itself throughout the forenoon at one 
time assuming an alarming aspect. Tim 
was when the pope seemed to lose his 
grasp on tangible surroundings. 


Outside of tlu-se pas-sing periods of de- 


pression, the genera! condition of men- 
tal alertness continues. 


When Doctors Maz/oui and Lapponi 


mane their morning eall the patient in- 
quired about Dr. Hossoni. ticking, "Why 
does not he come to me?" 
Ueing told 


that Rossino was ill he said "Tell him 
he must take of himself." 
PREDICTS DEATH ON TilLT.SDAY. 
Pope Leo is credited with having said: 
"If I am destined to die from this ill- 


ness, T fool I shall expire on Thursday, 
the fea.-l day of the Carmelite Madon- 
na, who i, especially worshipful." 


This presentment 
is remarkable be- 


cause in a certain way it coincides with 
the phophccy made in the twelfth cen- 
tury by St. Mnlachy, the bishc.p of Ar- 
magh, 
who predicted 
that I'ope 
I-en 


would be succeeded by n pope <yiiiboiiz- 
ing the motto "Iguos Ai'dens," (burning 
fire.) 


The Carmelite Mndor.mi is the patron- 


e^s of the Carmelite order which attri- 
butes its origin to the prophet Elijah 
who ascended to heaven in a cliiiriot of 
fire. Besides a member and protector of 
this order is Cardinal Cotti, who is look- 
ed upon as the most likely siicci'MOr to 
thu pontifliciitc. 


CALLS IT "BLESSED ILLNESS." 
When Consignor Angeli, one of the 


pope's secretaries this morning describ- 
ed to his holiness the burst of enthus- 
iasm culled forth by his illness, declar- 
ing t'tmt it had produced n revival fav- 
orable to the Catholic church unexam- 
pled iu its history, the pontilV exclaim- 
ed, ••Ble.-isi'd il!n.:s-s."

POPE'S CONFESSOR IN HUFF. 


Monsignor Pifl'ori, the confessor of his 


holiness, feels rather offended because 
he is not allowed to enter the 
sick 


chamber 
and is especially 
dissatisfied 


with the attending physicians, believing 
it is due to them that he i-s excluded. 
This morning he again asked to be per- 
mitted to see Pope Leo. On hearing the 
request the pontiff said. 


"When I need him J slmll send 
for 


him," and JIoiiMgnor Pifl'eri left the Vat- 
ican, considering himself an injured man. 


PONTIFF SJ'ES A VISION. 


The dizziness from which,the pope Buf- 


fered was a kind o! mental confusion 
during 
which he seemed to lose con- 


sciousness of his surrounding;, while he 
believed he saw n vision. He explained 
afterwards that he thought he saw an 
undefined 
shadow moving about the 


room aud slowly approaching his bed, 
whereupon the pontilT became agitated 
and called for his valet, Pio Centra, say- 
ing: 


"Pio, Pio, who is it? Who is it?" 
Dr. Lapponi and Contra rushed to the 


patient's bed aud soon succeeded in tran- 
quilizing him. 


KIDNEYS ARE MUCH WORSE. 
12:50 p. in.—It developed during the 


morning, as the result of a careful med- 
ical examination, that the condition of 
the pope's kidneys is worse, as the com- 
plications arc cot normal. The diminu- 
tion of certain elements the doctors fear 
that his system is gradually approach- 
ing a state of dissolution. Xo traces of 
albumen 
were 
found, indicating, 
al- 


though the kidneys arc not performing 
their functions properly, that they arc 
not themselves organically diseased. 


GIVE SKRVICKS FREE. 


According to the rules established for 


the government of the noble guard, one 
of their pricipo.1 duties is to wu.ich a-s- 
sidiously the person of the pope when 
his holiness is seriously ill, even the pap- 
al apartments pacing under their re- 
sponsibility during such periods. 
After 


1870 there '.vas a gradual general curtail- 
ment of expenses at the Vatican and 
this resulted in a reduction in numbers 
of the noble guard, which now musters 
about forty men. Not nil arc at the 
Vatican now owing to illness and other 
causes. The services rendered or. the 
occasion of the pope's pressent illness 
by the Palatine guards composed entire- 
ly of artisans who arc given no pay for 
Vatican duly arc highly appreciated. 


TKinUTIC FROM METHODIST. 


M-'AY YORK, July 13.—A special trib- 


ute to the head of the Roman Cntholie 
c'hurdi has been uttered by the Rev. G. 
W. Grinton of the Forty fourth street 
MethodNt Kpi-copal church. ''.It i> gen- 
erally the rule," he said, "to eriticisc a 
man unmercifully while he lives to cx.- 
po.-c all his weaknesses and follie?.

AND COINS UNEARTHED 


Sheriff Mutter and Chief Pilster 


Arrest Sunday Afternoon—Many 


Bogus Coins Afloat in 


Vicinity. 


Gustave Cuno, a German 35 years old, 


occupies a ceil at the county jail on 
charge of making 
counterfeit 
money. 


Cuno was arrested at Corliss late S,un- 
day afternoon, by Sheriff Robert Mut- 
ter, Chief of Police Pfisler a-nd Under 
Sheriff Fred Donald. There was found 
in his home a complete set of counter- 
feit tools, including dies, presses, met- 
als, chemicals and possibly forty or fif- 
ty unfinished silver dollars and half dol- 
lars. A few of the latter wore com- 
plete and nn excellent imitation. 


It was on Friday of last week that 


Sheriff 
Mutter 
was quietly 
informed 


that money was being made at Corliss 
by Cuno. The officer immediately visit- 
ed Corliss and learned that C'mio and 
his family, consisting of wife and two 
jhildron were in Milwaukee, where they 
formerly resided. 


Sunday Cuno returned to Corliss and 


commenced packing his household and 
other goods preparatory to moving to 
Milwaukee. Officers surprised him and 
told 
him thov 
wanted to search 
his 


lioonie. Without a word he submitted 
and the ollk-ors soon unearthed all kinds 
of evidence that the man was engaged 
in counterfeiting. 


They found a. press, several dies for 


dollars and half dollars, metal, chemicals-: 
nnd fifty finished and unfinished 
half 


dollars mid a number uf dollars in crude 
state of process. Cuno, with the entire 
outfit, was brought to the city and ho 
was looked in jail. 
Hi.- wife a-nd two 


children remained at Corliss. 


Cuno said thit he. WHS an electrician 


by trade; that he had been employed at 
Chicago and Milwaukee, both by electric 
railway companies and in factories: that 
he had been employed at the Brown-Cor- 
liss 
Kiiginit company plant for 
many 


months. In 
answer to 
questions 
lie 


would say but very little in regard to 
counterfeiting. He took his arrest very 
quietly, -although it oould be seen he 
was inwardly excited. The only excuse 
he gave was that he was experimenting 
in making the money. 


ar^e sums of counterfeit mono}' has 


been circulated at Milwaukee during the 
past several months and secret men have 
beer, working to unearth a gang whom 
they suppo;.pd wore making it. but with- 
out success. Whether Cuno passed the 
money at Milwaukee nnd some that has 
turned up in Racine is not known, and 
ho denies that ho did. 


Later Cuno admitted that he had liv- 


ed at 500 Sixteenth street, Milwaukee, 
that he hud boeji experimenting there 
and at the homo of his father-in-law, Hu- 
fus Simms, OOj Sixteenth street, So far 
as known his record is not bad at Mil- 
waukee, having been arrested but once 
ut that place for being drunk, 


Sheriff Multer expects that, secret ser- 


vice men will be hero aud take lac pris- 
oner in charge and also the dies, press- 
es, counterfeit coin*, etc. 


At Corliss it was learned that Cuno 


had made an effort to get a number of 
persons to go in with him and that the 
fact he was milking counterfeit money 
leaked out in that. way.

SECOND MURDER FEARED 


New York Murderer May Have 


Put His Woman Accomplice 


to Death. 


NEW YORK, July 13,—In the opinion 


o: the police the murdorer of Charles W, 
Roxbury, the tea expert who was fatally 
bea'tcn late Friday near his home in chs 
15ronx concluded his crime by putting his 
woman accomplice to 
death. 
Officials 


believe that a second crime and one of a 
•revolting nature has been 
committed. 


A search of the entire city is being made 
to discover whether any young woman is 
missing and also for ihe body of a mur- 
dered woman. 


There is but a vague clue upon which 


'to base a search for the woman, or her 
bod}-. This is the description furnished 
by the young woman with whom Ro^- 
biiry was -milking when he was assault- 
ed by a man and when Roxbury's com- 
panion rushed on the scene, her view- of 
the murder was only a brief one. The 
bundle of woman's clothing of fine tex- 
ture soaked with blood, which was found 
near the scene is the basis for die belief 
that the man who held up Roxbury kill- 
ed his companion ila'ter to destroy all evi- 
dence against him. 


In -the bundle were among otiicr things 


a light shirt waist and a skirt of dark 
material. Indications are that the wom- 
an who wore the clothing was killed 
either by a. blow delivered \vj.th a sharp 
instrument on the back of the neck or 
throat cut. The shirt waist 
is much 


stained with blood.

Just where it will be located 
has not been decided, but somewhere 
inside of tlie city limits.

LESSONS OF THE FLOODS,

was posted at the Nunciature a telegram 
from Cardinal Ranipolla. stating that the 
condition of the pope had not progress- 
ed and urged the faithful to multiply 
their prayers. 


ROME, July 13, 7 p. m.—Tho pope's 


condition is becoming worse. Contrary 
to the arrangement made for a daily re- 
ception of three cardinals nor.e was per- 
mitted to enter the sick chamber today. 


TURN FOR THE WORSE. 


The pope's condition took 
a. turn 


slightly for the worse this morning but 
the change does not excite apprehension 
of an immediate climax. ,nst night was 
rather a. sleepless one, particularly dur- 
ing the early morring hours. The olfi- 
ckil bulletin frankly speaks of agitated 
periods during the night am! confesses 
that the general condition of the patient 
is somewhat more depressed. 


MIXD BECOMES CLOUDED. 


It developed soon after the issuance 


of the bulletin that this depression was 
quite marked and continued to manifest 
itself throughout the forenoon at one 
time assuming an alarming aspect. This 
was when the pope seemed to lose his 
grasp on tangible surroundings. 


Outside of these passing periods of de- 


pression, the general condition of men- 
tal alertness continues. 


When Doctors Mazzoni and Lapponi 


made their morning call the patient in- 
quired about Dr. Eossoni. asking, "Why 
does not he come to me?" Being told 
that Rossino was ill he said "Tell him 
he must take of himself." 
PREDICTS DEATH ON THURSDAY. 
Pope Leo is credited with having said: 
"If I am destined to die from this ill- 


ness, I feel I shall expire on Thursday, 
the feast day of the Carmelite Madon- 
na, who is especially worshipful." 


This presentment is remnrkabie be- 


cause in a certain way it coincides with 
the phophecy made in the twelfth cen- 
tury by St. Malachy, the bishop of Ar- 
magh, 
who predicted 
that J'ope 
Leo 


would be .succeeded by a pope symboliz- 
ing the motto "Igncs Arden.-:," (burning 
fire.) 


The Carmelite Madonna is the patron- 


ess of the Carmelite, order which attri- 
butes its origin to the prophet Elijah 
who ascended to heaven in a chariot of 
fire. Besides a member and protector of 
this order is Cardinal Gotti, who is look- 
ed upon as tho most likely successor to 
the pontiflicate. 


CALLS IT "BLESSED ILLNESS." 
When Monsignor Angcli, one of the 


pope's secretaries this morning describ- 
ed to his holiness the burst of enthus- 
iasm called forth by his illness, declar- 
ing that it had produced a revival fav- 
orable to the Catholic church unexam- 
pled in its history, tho pontiff exrhiim- 
cd, "Blessed il!ne:v.s." 


MANY "CURES" ARRIVE. 


At both the Vatican nnd the house pf 


Dr. Lapponi, the arrivals of patent med- 
icine, surgical instruments and medical 
apparatuses of all kinds continue, each 
being accompanied by assurances that 
his holiness will recover if it is used ac- 


to directions. From 
Vienna 


have come highly perfected machines for 
producing artificial respiration and for 
making oxygen. The pontiff, however, 
has not required the administration of 
oxygen for the last three days. 


"What I need," says Pope Leo, "is air 


—fresh air. Besides, I should be allow- 
ed to ri-sc. An old man of 04 should not 
be kept in bed when wit'hoxit fever." 


POPE'S CONFESSOR TN HUFF. 


Monsignor Pifferi, tho confessor of his 


holiness, feels rather offended because 
he is not allowed to enter the sick 
chamber 
and is especially 
dissatisfied 


with the attending physicians, believing 
it is due to them that he is excluded. 
This morning he again asked to be per- 
mitted to see Pope Leo. On hearing the 
request the pontiff said. 


"When I need him I shall send for 


him," and Monsignor Pifferi left the Vat- 
ican, considering himself an injured man. 


PONTIFF SEES A VISION. 


The dizziness from which.the pope suf- 


fered was a kind of mental confusion 
during which he seemed to lose con- 
sciousness of his surroundings, while he 
believed "he saw a vision, He explained 
aftei wards that he thought he saw an 
undet'ned 
shadow rawing about 
the 


room and slowly approaching his bed, 
whereupon the pontiff became agitated 
and called for his valet, Pio Centra, say- 
ing: 


"Pio, Pio, who is it? Who is it?" 
Dr. Lapponi and Centra rushed to the 


patient's bed and soon succeeded in tron- 
quilizing him. 


KIDNEYS ARE MUCH WORSE. 
12:50 p. m.—It developed during the 


morning, as the result of a careful med- 
ical examination, that the condition of 
the pope's kidneys is worse, as the com- 
plications are not normal. The diminu- 
tion of certain elements the doctors fear 
that his system is gradually approach- 
ing a, state of dissolution. No traces of 
albumen 
were 
found, indicating, 
al- 


though the kidneys are not performing 
their functions properly, that they are 
not themselves organically diseased. 


GIVE SERVICES FREE. 


According to the rules established for 


the government of the noble guard, one 
of their pricipal duties is to watch as- 
sidiously the person of the pope when 
his holiness is seriously ill, even the pap- 
al apartments passing under their re- 
sponsibility during such periods. After 


1S70 
there was a gradual general curtail- 


ment of expenses at the Vatican and 
this resulted in a reduction in numbers 
of the nohle guard, which now musters 
about forty men. Not all are at the 
Vatican now owing to illness and other 
causes. The services rendered on the 
occasion of the pope's presscnt illness 
bv the Palatine guards composed entire- 
ly 0} artisans who are given no pay for 
Vatican duty are highly appreciated. 


TRIBUTE FROM METHODIST. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—A special trib- 


ute to the head of the Roman Catholic 
church has been uttered by the Rev. G. 
W. Grinton of the Forty fourth street 
Methodist Episcopal church. "It is gen- 
erally the rule." he said, "to criticise a 
mnn unmercifully while he lives to ex- 
pose all his weaknesses and follies. 


"The rule has been reversed in the ap- 


plication to the pontiff. 
His love of jus- 


tice, simple dignity, kindly sympathy, 
have endeared the pontiff to the Catho- 
lic world who delight to pay tribute to 
the statesmanship, tact and 
splendid 


genius of their loved pope who has done 
much for the progress of civilization. 


"Leo has known no nationality, but 


has beeen interested in all. Tho name 
of Leo Nlfl will be placed among the 
very great, if not the greatest, popes in 
history." 


MASSES SUNG IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, July 13.—Prayer for the 


speedy recovery or happy death of Pope 
Leo were said in all the Roman Catholic 
churches of Chicago Yesterday. Even 
in Grace Methodist Episcopal church a 
prayer was offered for the pontiff. 


In 
Holy Family 
church in West 


Twelfth street nine mosses were sung 
during the. day and before each mass an- 
nouncement was made of the serious ill- 
ness of 
the pontiff. Fifteen thousand 


persons 
attended 
the masses in this 


church alone. 


An eulogy to the pope also was deliv- 


ered in the Homenway Methodist Episco- 
pal church, Evanston. 


BADGER PRIEST IN ROME. 


ROME, July 
13.—Rev. Wcnceslaus 


Krusuka. of Ripoa, Wrs., representing a 
body of Polish-Americans, and R. B. Ma- 
hany, general counsel of that body have 
arrived hero intending to be received bv 
the pope to lay before him the wishes 
of the Poles of the United States in cer- 
tain ecclesiastical matters. Because of 
the pontiff's illness they were received 
instead by Cardinal Gotti, prefect of the 
propaganda, who promised to study the 
matter carefully. The}' 
also wore re- 


ceived by Cardinal Rampolia.

AND COINS UNEARTHED 


Sheriff Mutter and Chief Pfister Made 


Arrest Simclay Afternoon—JIany 


.Bogus Coins Afloat iii 


Vicinity. 


Gustavo Cuno, a German 35 years old, 


occupies a cell at the county jail on 
charge of making 
counterfeit 
money. 


Cuno was arrested at Corliss late Sun- 
day afternoon, by Sheriff Robert Mut- 
ter, Chief of Police Pfister and Under 
Sheriff Fred Donald. There was found 
in his home a complete set of counter- 
feit tools, including dies, presses, met- 
als, chemicals and possibly forty or fif- 
ty unfinished silver dollars and half dol- 
lars. A few of the latter were, com- 
plete and an excellent imitation. 


It was on Friday of last week that 


Sheriff 
Mutter 
was quietly informed 


that money was being made at Corliss 
by Cuno. The officer immediately visit- 
ed Corliss and learned that Cuno and 
his family, consisting of wife and two 
children were in Milwaukee, where they 
formerly resided. 


Sunday Cuno returned to Corliss and 


commenced packing his household and 
other goods preparatory to moving to 
Milwaukee. Officers sin-prised him and 
told 
him they 
wanted to search his 


hoome. Without a word he submitted 
and the officers soon unearthed all kinds 
of evidence that the man was engaged 
in counterfeiting. 


They found a. press, several dies for 


dollars and half dollars, metal, chemicals 
nnd fifty finished and unfinished half 
dollars and a number of dollars in crude 
state of process. Cuno, with the entire 
outfit, was brought to the city and he 
was locked in jail. His wife and two 
children remained at Corliss. 


Cuno said tint he was an electrician 


by trade; that he had been employed at 
Chicago and Milwaukee, both by electric 
railway companies and in factories: that 
he had been employed at the Brown-Cor- 
liss 
Engine company plant for 
many 


months. In 
answer to questions he 


would say but very little in regard to 
counterfeiting. He took his arrest very 
quietly, although it could be seen he 
was inwardly excited. The only excuse 
he gave was that he was experimenting 
in making the money. 


arge sums of counterfeit money has 


been circulated at Milwaukee during the 
past several months and secret men have 
been working to unearth a gang whom 
they supposed were making it, but with- 
out success. Whether Cuno passed the 
money at Milwaukee and some that has 
turned up in Racine is not known, nnd 
he denies that he did. 


Later Cuno admitted that he hnd liv- 


ed at 500 Sixteenth street, Milwaukee, 
that he had been experimenting there 
and at the home of his father-in-law, Ru- 
fus Simms, 505 Sixteenth street. So far 
as known his record is not bad at Mil- 
waukee, having been arrested but once 
at that place for being drunk. 


Sheriff Mutter expects that secret ser- 


vice men will be heire and take the pris- 
oner in charge and also the dies, press- 
es, counterfeit coins, etc. 


At Corliss it was learned that Cuno 


had made an effort to get a number of 
persons to go in with him and that the 
fact he was making counterfeit money 
leaked out in that way. 


Most of the coins found 
bear dato 


1S04, 1OT4 and ISS'J, with a few of other 
years.

Epcrt burglars entered the jewelry 


store of Hiram J. Smith. No. 437 Main 
street, last night or early this morning, 
and 
carried away jewelry and 
silver- 


ware valued at from $800 to §1,000. The 
discovery of the robbery was not made 
until the place of business was opened 
after 7 o'clock this morning. 


Investigation showed that the thieves 


had gained entrance to the piano room 
on the second floor of the 
building, 


through a transom. They raised a win- 
dow in the rear, looking into the eleva- 
tor, slid down a rope which they had 
provided themselves, stood on the beams 
of . the elevator, broke out a light of 
glass over the rear door leading into 
the store and crowled into the back 
room.

A search of the entire city is being made 
to discover whether any young woman is 
missing and also for the body of a mur- 
dered woman. 


There is but a vague clue upon which 


'to base a search for the woman or her 
body. This is the description furnished 
by the young woman with whom Rox- 
bury was walking when he was assault- 
ed by a man and when R.oxburyjs com- 
panion rushed on the scene, her view of 
the murder was only a brief one. The 
bundle of woman's clothing of fine tex- 
ture soaked with blood, which was found 
near the scene is the basis for the belief 
that the man who held up Roxbury kill- 
ed his companion Ja'ter to destroy all evi- 
dence against him. 


In -the bundle were among other things 


a, light shirt waist and a skirt of dark 
material. Indications are that the wom- 
an who wore the clothing was killed 
either by a, blow delivered wj.th a sharp 
instrument on the back of the neck or 
throat cut.

ize the same and distribute it to peopt 
throughout the city at prices within 
the means of all.

to fifty milk peddlers and it is sail 
that under the conditions that prevai 
it is almost impossible to secure pur 
milk, cream or butter.

knows just what to get, whereas if the 
doctor kept him in ignorance of what he 
was taking he wonld have to get along 
vithout the loabhsonic dope and the de- 
sire for it would in time be gone. 


The doctor told of an "enjoyable" ex- 


perience that he had in lladison a short 
time ago when he had aboui $75. He in- 
vested $50 in cocaine, and 
morphine, 


bought 
a blanket and a quantity of 


gingersnaps and cocoa. Then he retired 
to the \voods north of the city where he 
lived in serene contentment for a num- 
ber of days until his supply was exhaus- 
ted.

l«'or matinee, in some shops one towel is 
used on eight or ten patrons. That will 
not be allowed. There must be at least 
one clean towel for each customer. An- 
other practice common in some shops is 
the uee of a stick 
of caustic to heal 


bleeding wounds. The barber takes a 
pencil of the stuff, dips it in water and 
applies it to the wound. It may have a 
drop or two of blood sti'i on it from'the 
last man upon whom it. was used. That 
blood may contain germs of the most 
malignant sort which are communicated 
to the second customer. That practice 
must bo stopped." 


There on; about 4,000 barbers in the 


atate, it'is estimated. As many as possi- 
ble will be notified by a circular letter 
of the requirements oS the hew law and 
if any are found to bo running their 
shops without the proper credentials af- 
ter August 11, they will be dealt with 
as are 'blind pigs" or illicit stills by the 
state or national government.

LESSONS OF THE Fl/OODS, 


Throughout the great -west and espec-

But unfortunately the. remaining forests 
in our own stole, and.in Minnesota are 
being rapidly cut down, to say nothing of 
rthe ordinary woodlands remaining among 
our farming lands. It is true millions of 
trees have "been planted in the more tree- 
less districts of the west, but the worst 
of,'Hie. forest destruction has been in tlie 
district where tthe streams take their 
rise, and along the banks of the streams 
and tfhcir drainage districts. It is xiov 
realized a country with its forests gone 
a.mi woodlands depleted, is 
a, country 


subjected to long drou.a'h-ts ami grca' 
flooils, and that protecting flooded areas j notice 
by means of dikes or levies alone is only 
raising the bed of the stream higher year 
by year. 


Forest culture is ,fco be the coming ne- 


fore,, and either party may bring suit for 
an absolute divorce decree. The grounds 
for a separation decree are stated to be 
more liberal than, for a straight divorce 
and are for failure to support, desertion, 
infidelity, habitual cruelty, addiction to 
use of drugs, intemperance.
